Veteran member* of the Victoria Board 
of Trade will perhaps agree thaf yester¬ 
day afteruoon'a meeting waa not the 
tamest in history. On the contrary ll 
waa houiew hot brecuy, if such a term 
may be employed with propriety, because 
it waa replete with iiVefy debate and 
verbal skirmishes which chained Tho 
general iuterewt and attention and acted 
aa a capital atrtidote to drowrxiuoaa, 
which, under ordinary cireumatancva, 
might have preyed on some overworked 
member present. It was an inferesting 
mectmg, because a number of important 
subjects were up for consideration, mat¬ 
ter* which will be further dealt with at 
a special general session to t* held next 
Tuetolay evening. 

Th i proceeding* started off quite mild¬ 
ly.. There were no suppressed mu (ter- 
iuga portending the atonn, wud nyt a 
solitary lowering countenance. In the 
preliminary gathering tlw vice-president, 
G. F. Todd, presided, and after the usual 
formniiticH referred to tlio very satia- 
facuiry eonferewee between the board's 
council and Bepresentative Law leas, of 
the pacific Coast 8team«hip Company, 
regarding the Hound service. The firat 
n gular busimws on the programme was 
then taken up. 

It wa» the motion by «. J. Pittv, 
oeconded by .Lindley Crease, providing 
for the abolition of the membership en¬ 
trance fee of $20. The mover said he 
advocated this step to Increase the' 
board's revenue and popularity. Under 
the present rule where ouci had to pay 
an «utrance fee desidca the usual' sub¬ 
scription it would be difficult to secure 
more members. It would be unreason¬ 
able to ex neck thrui to join. lie under¬ 
stood tbaf Twenty citizen* were willing 
to join if the entrance fee was abolish¬ 
ed. 

Lindtcy Crease, Its ascending tbs asm 
tlon. said that the board should be rep¬ 
resentative of all claaaea. The man in 
moderate circumstances poaaowsvd a* 
much ability atid could afford as. much 
assistance on behalf of Victoria's wel¬ 
fare aa he who could easily afford the 
tatrauce fee. The speaker then turned 
his attention to some of the critics of the 
board. He deaiad thafe it was a body 
lacking influence, energy and actuated 
by selfish motives. The present move 
would bs in the interest* of the board 
and cify, because it would cans# a much 
desired concentration of efforts, lie also 
alluded to nother b**djr rec#irtly or¬ 
ganised iu the city, and remarked that 
if they became members they would have 
aa much luflmmc* as any body on the 
board. 

O. II. Lugrio desired to remove the 
inipr* ssion that the board did not cor¬ 
dially welcome newcomers. When, aa 
a stranger, he became a member he had 
been treated with courtesy and respect. 

The chairman observed that the board 
waa not composed of Hique< neither was 
H a political iustitutioB, as waa often 
charged. 

J. I*. Beckwith arose fa remove a few 
erroneous ideas concerning the chamber 
of commerce. It* organisation waa the 
result of long agitation, and ita sole ob¬ 
ject was to advowee the interests of the 
city. It would mir (he people up, a 
process the speaker thought the people 
needed. At the organisation meeting he 
bad advised that tli* promoters confer 
with the board with an objeef of 
strengthening it by co-operation, but his 
advice not followed. 

Th# chamber of commerce, he said, 
was not imbued with feelings of atii- 
tnodty toward the board. “I might aay, 
gentlemen," continued the speaker, “(hat 
« good way to avoid increasing your 
membership ia to continue in sock tactics 
as these." The speaker then proceeded 
to explain what he meant, an explana¬ 
tion which added materially to the 
gaiety of the proceedings. He said that 
a circular addressed to (he chamber of 
commerce had been delivered at the of¬ 
fice td the se creta ry of the board of 
trade. While there somebody had mark- 
•-I with pencil the folk>wiug: "Not, 
board <»f trade; send to Jbsa house/* 
That waa the inscription on it when he 
received it. 

"That gentlemen, I take as an in¬ 
sult to the chamber of commerce," 
proceeded Mr. Beckwith. “The cham¬ 
ber of commerce is composed of a 
lurge number of Influential members 
whoae assistance the board of trade 
wftuld be glad to receive. It may aur- 
prise'you to know (hat it has a member¬ 
ship of nearly 200, all inspired with 
an intenac earneatnem to advance the 
irtereata of the dty. M 

The Chairman: “Yoor accusation, Mr. 
Beckwith, ia entirely uncalled for. That 
inscription wa« not th# work of any 
member of the board.** 

Mr. Beckwith: “Well, it waon’f mark¬ 
ed at the post office,- or by the letter 
carrier.** 

Mr. McQnade: “You should make in- 
qntries before you come before the 
board with such a charge.** 

“I dM make inquirlca," retorted the 
other. “I went to the postmaster and I 
have discovered that the letter waa 
marked in the hoard of trade office." 

Here the chairman intervened. This 
was no place, he said, for the waxhing 
of dirty linen. TTie secretary had Just 
fold him that ho gave the mall to the 
janitor, who wrote on it "not at the 
board of trade," and nothing else. 

Mr. Khallcroea thought that Mr. Beck¬ 
with ehould withdraw the accusation. 
The latter, howAVer, waan'f in the with¬ 
drawing humor, and the matter wie 
dropped for the time being. 

Mr. Todd then surrendered the chair 
to Provident McQuadc. who convened 
the session proper. The first business 
was the report of Mr. Shailcrosa on be¬ 
half of th* cum hi It tee appointed to look 
into the Went Coaat service question. He 


| 
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service waa desirable, bat a a o rte aa con¬ 
sideration waa the question of finances. 
Capt. Troup was called away, and an¬ 
other conference would be held next 
week. 

Mr. Lugrin then submitted the report 
of the committee apopinted to draw op 
a memorial on the resources of Vancou¬ 
ver Island and its advantage* for trana- 
confiueutal railway purposes. The re¬ 
port was kn exhaustive one, and was ac¬ 
companied by a map on which he said 
the provincial government would mark 
the location of the various mineral de¬ 
posits. He moved that the report be 
adopted and a copy seat to Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Morris, of the Grand Trunk. 

Mr. Hhallcrom urged thaf the report 
be fully discussed, in view of its great 
importance. The committee had found 
it difficult to obtain information con¬ 
cerning tho resource# of tho Island, and 
he hoped the beard would press for a 
thorough and continuous investigation 
by fh* government official#—to obtain In¬ 
formation that could be relied upon. It 
should be undertaken by officials who 
believed in the resources and future of 
. the country. 8nch investigation should 
include the mineral, fishery, agricultural 
i and *timWr wealth of the Hfiand, a *ug- 
gestion thaf waa voiced in a letter writ¬ 
ten reemtiy by T. W. Paterson. M. P. 
P., who had Shown commendable spirit 
by his offer to contribute $500 towards 
the undertaking. * 

j Mr. Lugrin's motion was put and car¬ 
ried, but the matter waan’f settled. Not 

1 st all Mr. Ker in glancing over the re¬ 
port discovered something he thought 
should he* eliminated. It waa the final 
clause Betting forth the advantages of 
Barkley and Quafcino Hound localities 
' for termini of Oriental steamship and 
transcontinental railway routes. The 
| committee ahoold hare pressed Victoria’s 
I advantages a* a terminus instead. The 
statement in the report that there waa 
no fog on these Hounds was incorrect. 

Mr. Lngrin reminded Sir. Her that tho 
committee's dntira were not confined to 
■ an investigation of this cify. but w«re 
I to embrace the entire'Island. These 
t were the instruction* conveyed In the 
4 resolution parsed by tk# board. 

Mr. Hhallcro4s said the committee had 
, obeyed the terms of the resolution. He 
contended that Victoria would benefit 
no matter where the terminus waa es¬ 
tablished. He didn't believe thie city 
|would ever become the absolute and 
[ practical terminus of any tganeontl- 
{ Dental road, but it would be a terminal 
, point- If a transcontinental road could 
; be induced to make ita tenuinun oo the 
j West Coasf, Victoria would get the bulk 
of the trade, more so than if it merely 
• fringed the En*t and ended here. 

Tho more th** interior of th* Island waa 
opened np the more this city would bene¬ 
fit. Ua considered that if the commif- 
t#e had made the West Coaat advan¬ 
tage* safficient bait to drag a traaacon- 
1 tinental road to this Island, they had 
gained a point. 

Mr. Lugrin then asked permission to 
alter his motion. He moved that the 
report be considered at * special general 
meeting to be held next Tuesday, 
copies to be printed and furnished to 
‘ the members in the meantime. 

I Mr. Ker remarked with emphaai* that 
the board whoubl work for Victoria and 
not outside points. Vancouver didn’t 
boom some other place. Neither did 
; Seattle, and Victoria would never be 
i built up by drawing the attention of the 
world «I sew here. He knew thaf there 
i were towmdtea on the West Coaat, bnt 
1 he would oppose boosting them at the 
expense of the board. 

| Mr. Lugrin: “May 1 ask if there Is 
any personal reference in Mr. Ker'a re- 
, mark about boosting fownsites. If he 
refers to any member of the board be 
should aay so. If not hix statement ia 
In very bad taste." 

Mr. Ker replied tartly that he knew 
town* it a* had beeu laid out a short Time 
age. Ho t^hln't know whether Mr. La- 
grin was interested ia them or not. but 
be knew they were being boomed. 

Thie brought Mr. Lugrin to his feet 
again. He heatedly branded Mr. Ker's 
statement aa a gratuitous insult. It wan 
an imputation on his good faith aa a 
member of the board and a member of 
the committee. He deuied (hat he 
owned a f«»o( of !nud at. either tjftat- 
si no or Barkley Hound*. The only town- 
site in which ha waa intereated waa 
Hardy Bay. Even if he did, why should 
that prohibit him from advocating an 
enterprise which would benefit those 
places? Must be refrain from favoring 
if because he might possibly be benefi¬ 
ted? Mr. Ker had no authority to make 
sqck a statement with regard to him, 
and he naked him to withdraw it. 

Mr. Ker: “I told you plainly 1 didn't 
know if yo* were intereated in those 
townsifea. If I did know it I would say

Mr. Kirk, oo behaif of the fisheries 
commiftee, submitted the following:

subjects to operate trap*. put*e and drag 
scltics. and gill nets of atillmlted length In 
Hr.ttsh Columbia water*, due provtulun be¬ 
ing made for ibe actual working of traps 
or seines by the licensee within a given 
tl»s. 

This was seconded by Mr. Kingham. 
Apropos of (his matter Beaumont Boggs 
read a petition now being largely *igned 
by* residents.of the Island, utying the 
government to permit the use of traps. 
Mr. Boggs explained thaf the petition 
was circulated to counteract a petition 
forwarded to Ottawa from the Fraser 
protesting against traps. 

Mr. Todd said the Mainland people 
Serb preparing a monster petition 
against the establishment of traps on 
Vancouver Island. The Vancouver 
pa|»en described the frap movement as 
a "Wow at Vancouver." Last year 
about 350,000 salmon had be«ii honght 
on Puget Bound and taken to the Fraeer. 
nnd the year before over a million were 
purchased by the Fraser river caaners, 
representing an outlay from $80,000 to 
$100,000. l'urse seiners fishing off Ban 
Juan Inland frequently caught salmon in 


British Colombia waters, and (hen sold 
them Id Oft FVuet gxanera, ccrtAlnly 
sti absurd condition of a ff ai rs . A- great 
deal of the agitation on the Mainland 
aaginst (raps was Instigated by trap 
and purse seine men ou Paget Bound, 
Another important aspect of the situa¬ 
tion wan that the Americana had gone 
Into the breeding industry on a large 
scale. Last year about fifty-five milliou 
fry were fumed out from the hatcheries, 
an onfput which must pans outwardly 
and iuwardly through the Straits. These 
could lie caught by the traps on Vancou¬ 
ver Island. The Mainland opposition waa 
dne^to Sectional feeling. 

) Fishermen, he con tin nod, who dewerib- 
ed the traps aa g blow at fbetu didn’t 
know what they were talking about. 
They would give steady employment to 
white men. No Chinese or Japanqae 
were employed on the Bound. Why 
should there be here? He reed from the 
fishery report of the state of Washing- 
ten showing that the total earnings of 
the men employed in the Industry 
amounted to. $l,tH4.7W>. Surely that 
was a boaines* worth striving for. 

The question was further di^cnesed by 
Mi ears. Berk with, Shailcrosa and othei*. 
Mr. Todd algo pointed out that the 
Alaska Packers’ Association had appli¬ 
es lions in for twenty-two foreshore 
leases for trap*, while .Mr. Beil-lrviug. 
who firat refused to put in aa applica¬ 
tion. was now buying up a number. Be¬ 
side* k<^ waa operating three (raps at 
IkMindxry- Bay. 

Mr. Pitta auggewted that attached to 
Hi# granting of a lease there hr a condi¬ 
tion that canneries should be erectvd 
near tho tUldng locality. Mr. Todd al*o 
expre««ed the opinion that there should 
b« an export duty on sockeye salmon. 
Ultimately th^ report and resolution 
were adopted. I | 

During the diocunsion Mr. Todd said 
the fishery commiseioa's atteotion should 
he drawn tq the fact that two American 
vessels were engaged in, the halibut fish¬ 
ing industry iu British Columbia 
water*. To stop this an export dufy 
should be put on fish. While East he 
learned that they were permitted to do 
this through the influence of the- C. P. 
K. 

Mr. Lugrin understood that an ar¬ 
rangement had beco made with the gov¬ 
ernment to allow these steamers to en¬ 
gage in the industry in Canadian water* 
on condition that they ontfif at Van¬ 
couver. He also referred to Herat# 
Straits, the fintwt halibut ground* in the 
world, w’hifk th# United ttfates claimed, 
and one of the minister* agreed with 
them, was open ace. The matter ebonld 
be brought to the attention of the govern, 
tuent. 1% was finally decided to bring it 
up at the conference between the coun¬ 
cil and Senator TempliMuau next week.

Becretarv Hcggs. on request of the 
Itonnl, will continue in office uutil the re¬ 
port front tin* committee of five, t« ft* 
sulunirttd within a -month., haw been 
banded la. 

This wa« the sura total of what waa 

accomplished in the way of basinea* at 
the meeting of the board of manage¬ 
ment of the association held in the city 
hall last evening. The meeting was well 
attended, and there waa some little 
w rangling over the account*, and. a good 
niany difference* over •'ertain items, 
which, however, qrlll be duly considered 
by the lommittee to be appointed.

Toss Msru. of the Nippon Yoseti Kaishs 
fleet, which arrived last night from the 
Orient.
